MEET THE ADJUDICATOR: 


MARTIN KINCH started as Assistant Director at England’s famed Birmingham Repertory 
Theatre in 1967-1968 and has now spent over twenty-five years in theatre, the majority 
in Canada. He spent two seasons as an Assistant Director at the Stratford Festival, was 
Artistic Director of Toronto’s Theatre Passe Muraille and Co-Founder and Artistic Director 
of Toronto Free Theatre from 1972 to 1979. From 1980 to 1985, Martin made his first 
foray into television as a Drama Producer and Director at CBC where his commitment to 
Canadian work resulted in Some Honourable Gentleman, a series based on Canadian 
political history. 


From 1985 to 1991, he was Artistic Director and Executive Producer of Theatre Calgary, 
where he directed a number of productions; his favourites being Joan MacLeod's Toronto, 
Mississippi, Anton Chekhov's Uncle Vanya, Sheldon Rosen's Souvenirs, Tennessee 
Williams' The Glass Menagerie and his own adaptation of Charles Dickens' A Christmas 
Carol, now a Christmas tradition in Calgary. 


Since leaving Theatre Calgary, Martin has settled in Vancouver as a freelance writer and director, focusing on radio and 
television. His television production of Joan MacLeod's Amigo's Blue Guitar is part of the "Stage on Screen" series. Becker, a 
mystery series he created for CBC is currently in its second season. He has also written for Jake and the Kid and The Hardy 
Boys, and is, at the moment, writing for Magick, a new TV series in development. 


Martin is also the author of Public Scenes/Private Acts, an adaptation of Antigone written for Grenfell College in Newfoundland, 
and two Chalmers Award-winning plays, Me? and April 29,1975. As a member of Theatre BC's “Talent Bank”, Martin has 
served as Adjudicator for MAINSTAGE '91 in Nelson, BC and MAINSTAGE '94 in Cranbrook, BC, as a dramaturge for the New 
Play Workshops in 1994 and as a Directing instructor at BACKSTAGE '95.

How Plays Are Chosen For the Provincial Mainstage Festival 


Theatre BC's Festivals Committee selects five adjudicators from the organization's "Talent Bank" of theatre professionals who 
take part in intensive Adjudicators' Orientation. This includes a complete review of Theatre BC's Zone and provincial MAINSTAGE 
Festival activity, the educational emphasis and the evaluation and selection process. 


Adjudicators receive entered scripts in advance and are essentially asked to compare each Member Club's production 
achievements with the intentions of the script: Did the performance meet or exceed all its objectives? Were all the challenges of 
that script met or overcome? At the end of the Zone Festival, individual awards are given at the Adjudicator's discretion and in 
keeping with established Zone traditions. The Adjudicator will select a “Best Production" and may announce additional plays 
to participate in the provincial MAINSTAGE Festival as a "Workshop" or “Scene Development" play. The adjudicators meet 
with the Festival's Committee upon the conclusion of the final Zone Festival to help set the schedule for MAINSTAGE. There are 
three categories of participation: 


"Mainstage" Productions 

The traditional, adjudicated performances of the "Best Productions" from the 11 preceding Zone Festivals. Each Zone-winning 
play is given a "Best Production Workshop" by its Zone Adjudicator following the Zone Festival in preparation for "Mainstage" 
and in keeping with Theatre BC's education emphasis. These productions vie for coveted provincial honours, awarded since 
1932. 


“Workshop Plays" 

Two Zone Festival-entered plays will be selected by Zone Adjudicators for their exploration and demonstrative value of varying 
theatrical styles, to participate in MAINSTAGE's non-adjudicated "Workshop Plays" component. Each gives an initial performance, 
is re-worked by a professional director and performed again in its revised form in a fascinating and instructional “before and 
after" process. 


“Scene Development Series" 

Twelve or more productions are selected for the rare opportunity to work closely on their play with a professional director. Each 
production receives 15 hours of intense, rehearsal-style instruction over the MAINSTAGE week with daily sessions open to 
festival registrants.
